REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 



In response to the outstanding claim rejections under 35 U.S.C. 101 and 1 12, the applicant 
has cancelled the amendments to the first paragraph of page 4 in the specification made on 
December 27, 2005 because of the Examiner's indication that new matter was added. 

Claims 6-14 have been amended to overcome the outstanding rejection under 35 U.S.C. 
101. The Examiner's recommendation of changing "electricity applied to the lip" to - - electricity 
adapted to be applied to the lip - - has been adopted. 

Claims 15-17 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, because the recitation 
of applying electrical currents of different polarities is not previously presented in the original 
disclosure of the application. In response thereto, the applicant has amended claims 15-17 to 
recite that the electrical currents are of different potentials rather than "opposite polarities." 
Support in the specification is found in the first paragraph on page 4 at line 9 of the applicant's 
specification. 

In light of the foregoing amendments presented herein, it is believed that claims 6-17 
presently pending in this application are now in condition for allowance.
